Reason 's for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Applicant's 
invention as claimed, namely a re-closable packaging comprising a container and cover wherein 
the container comprises, in order, a support layer, a bonding layer, a complexable layer, a 
pressure sensitive adhesive layer, and a welding layer and wherein the cover comprises a support 
layer and a welding layer, whereby the welding layers of the container and cover are welded to 
one another along a seam such that when the closed container is opened, separation takes part in 
the welding region, is neither anticipated nor fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The most pertinent prior art of record is US Patent No. 6,345,726 to Beeuwsaert. 
Although Beeuwsaert teach a multilayer container and lid combination with a tearable welding 
layer, Beeuwsaert fail to teach the combination of a tearable welding layer with a pressure 
sensitive adhesive, complexable layer, bonding layer, and support layer combination. The 
secondary references of record fail to alleviate these deficiencies. Therefore, the Applicant's 
invention is rendered novel with regards to the prior art of record.
